Indian Recruiting 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 


Vatican admitted Sunday night 
that "problems" have resulted 
from the recruiting of Indian 
girls to be nuns in European 
convents and said the practice 
has been suspended while it is 
being investigated. 


"It is true," the Vatican said 


in a statement, "that for some 
years young Indian girls, feeling 
themselves called 
to the 


religious life but without the 
necessary means, had turned to 
priests 
and 
ecclesiastical 


agencies to be helped in 
following that which was or 
which they felt to be their 
vocation." 


The Vatican said "a certain 


number" were taken in by 
"various religious institutes, 


especially in Europe." The 
statement said that not all the 
girls had a true religious calling, 
so some returned to India, while 
others remained in Europe. 


The statement was issued 


after the London Sunday Times 
reported that European con- 
vents short of recruits had 
bought more than 1,200 Indian 
peasant girls for prices ranging 
from $600 to $750 each. 


The Vatican said many parts 


of the newspaper story were 
untrue, 
or 
"unduly 


exaggerated," but it did not 
specify which parts. It said 
ecclesiastical authorities took 
"opportune remedies" as soon 
as the "problems" came to light 
and an investigation was begun 
in July.

To Save Drug Users 


In recent months a question 
has popped up the mail over and 
over again — the same basic 
question, asked by many dif­ 
ferent people. They ask» What - 
do we do when we discover a 
friend is using drugs*’ 
The 
following is an actual letter 
which is typical of many others: 
Dear Mrs. Ricker: 
We are two 18-year-old girls 
with a serious problem. We like 
two boys who run around 
together, and we just discovered 
they are on drugs. 
We know 
they smoke grass now. Please 
help us find a way to help them 
stop before chey turn to heroin or 
LSD. We know these boys well. 
They are talented and come 
from nice families. There is no 
reason in the world why they 
should be taking drugs, and we 
can’t imagine why they ever 
tried it. They are smoking grass 
quite often. What can we do to 
help them stop NOW? 
We’re 
afraid if we start bugging them 
about drugs, they will turn away 
from us. 
Yes, girls, the boys are likely 
to turn away from you if you 
start bugging them about drugs 
— that is, unless they are so 
madly in love with you they 
would do anything to keep from 
losing your friendship. It does 
not seem likely in this case, 
from the way you describe the 
relationship. But you can talk to 
the boys, point out what you 
think is wrong with smoking 
marijuana and suggest they quit 
for their own good. 
Such a 
request from you just might 
work, but it is doubtful since the 
habit is apparently already 
established 
The only other alternatives 
you have are either to drop the 
boys or to enlist some com­ 
petent, adult help in saving 
them. Someone with authority 
must take over if the boys refuse 
to help themselves. 
And that 
someone must be alerted by 
you! 
First of all, be certain that a 
boy or girl is actually using dope 


in some form. The only way you 
can be certain is to see them 
actually under the influence or 
by their own admission. 
Anything less than this would be 
hearsay or rumor only, and you 
could be wrong. But when you 
are sure some acquaintance of 
yours is using drugs, report it to 
someone who can investigate, 
such as parents or school 
authorities. Tell that you know 
(not suspect) but what you 
actually know, and let the adults 
work it out from there.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
California Legislature, 1970 — 
that was the year that wasn’t 
quite environment year. 
Environmental quality was 
one of the biggest political issues 
of the eight-month legislative 
session just concluded, and 
more legislation was introduced 
on that topic than any other. 
But while a majority of the 
environment bills were ap­ 
proved by the legislature and 
sent to Gov. Reagan to sign into 
law, all of the most significant 
measures were killed in the 
closing days of the session. 
Conservationists who won one 
battle after another in 
the 
Assembly failed to dent the solid 
wall of the Senate “old guard’’ 
on key issues. 
Coastline conservation, a tax 
on new cars to finance en­ 
vironment programs and a plan 
to ban the use of lead additives 
in gasoline all died in the Senate. 
They were the top three en­ 
vironment proposals of the year, 
and all three were approved by 
the Assembly. 


The antilead bill, product of 
Gov. Reagan’s smog summit 
conference last March, 
was 
killed by the Senate 
Tran­ 
s por tat i on 
C om mi t tee, 
traditional friend to the state’s 
powerful highway and oil lob­ 
bies. 
Lead compounds — used in 
gasoline since the 1920s to 
reduce engine knock and in­ 
crease octane ratings — are 
considered the biggest obstacle 
to development in the low-smog 
catalyst muffler systems as well 
as being smog and health 
proolems themselves. 
The environment 
tax, 
a 
proposed three per cent tax on 
new car sales, woul have raised 
$150 million a year for a new 
state environmental quality 
fund. 
The death of that bill was 
predicted at every step of the 
legislative process, but it passed 
three committees and the full 
Assembly before running into a 
hostile Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee two nights before ad­ 
journment.

Vatican Admits 
Indian Recruiting 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican admitted Sunday night 
that “problems” have resulted 
from the recruiting of Indian 
girls to be nuns in European 
convents and said the practice 
has been suspended while it is 
being investigated. 
“It is true,” the Vatican said 
in a statement, “that for some 
years young Indian girls, feeling 
themselves 
called 
to 
the 
religious life but without the 
necessary means, had turned to 
priests 
and 
ecclesiastical 
agencies to be helped 
in 
following that which was or 
which they felt to be their 
vocation.” 
The Vatican said “a certain 
number” were taken in by 
“ various religious institutes, 


especially in Europe.” The 
statement said that not all the 
girls had a true religious calling, 
so some returned to India, while 
others remained in Europe. 
The statement was issued 
after the London Sunday Times 
reported that European con­ 
vents short of recruits had 
bought more than 1,200 Indian 
peasant girls for prices ranging 
from $600 to $750 each. 
The Vatican said many parts 
of the newspaper story were 
untrue, 
or 
“ unduly 
exaggerated,” but it did not 
specify which parts. It said 
ecclesiastical authorities took 
“opportune remedies” as soon 
as the “problems” came to light 
and an investigation was begun 
in July.

Antismog Measure 
Through Legislature 


By DOUG WILLIS 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


hardest 
fought 
antismog 


measure of the year is through 
the legislature — giving voters 
in November & choice on 
whether they want to take some 
of the money now spent on high- 
ways and spend it on mass 
transit and smog control. 


Eight roll calls were needed 


before the measure could 
muster the needed 54 "aye" 
votes to put the proposition on 
the November general election 
ballot. The vote: 54-18. 


"The people have a right to 


determine if they're going to 
survive," said Assemblyman 
Frank D. Lanterman, R-La 
Canada. "Let them have a 
chance to decide if they want to 
continue choking to death in 
smog." 


The vote was the biggest 


victory of the 1970 session for 
backers 
of 
environmental 


legislation and it sets the stage 
for what the measure's author 
says may be the most expensive 
campaign in the state's history. 


The Senate has passed a bill to 


prevent farms from being 
forced to abstain from burning 
their fields. 


Under the bill by Assem- 


blyman William M, Ketchum, R- 
Paso Robles, local air pollution 
control districts would be 
allowed to ban agricultural 
burning on days when weather 
conditions were unfavorable — 
but only if the ban would not 
cause farmers "imminent and 
substantial economic loss." 


As originally written, the bill 


would have permitted burning 
whenever required by "sound 
agricultural operations and 
practices," but the Senate 
toughened up the conditions, 
limiting them to economic loss. 


The Senate also amended into 


the bill a provision that it would 
not supercede any current air 
pollution control rules and 
regulations more than five years 
old. 


The measure was approved 


35-0 and sent back to the 
Assembly for approval of the 
Senate amendments. 


The antismog proposal, by 


Sen. James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego, would strike a provision 
in the state constitution since 
1938 limiting the use of state 
gasoline tax revenue to highway 
building and maintenance. 


The seven-cents -a-gallon tax 


is now divided about equally 
between the stae and local 
government and gives the state 
nearly $700 a year for freeway 
and highway projects. 


The Mills amendment would 


allow voters of any county to 


- authorize use of up to 25 per cent 
of the gasoline taxes collected in 
their area for other tran- 
sportation systems such as 
buses or rapid transit. 


"I think this is the most 


historic accomplishment of the 
session," Mills said after the 
final 
Assembly vote. 
The 


measure had already passed the 
Senate by the needed two-thirds 
margin.

Furtherm ore, the nerve gas goes far beyond its own particular 
'and limited circum stances. The outcry — not only from many 
humUe individuals, not only from those interested in the en­ 
vironment, but even from such a staunch conservative as Gov. 
Claude Kirk of Florida — shows how far and how swiftly concern in 
m atters of the environment and public safety have gone. 


The worry over the gas was but part and parcel of a far wider 
concern over many of today’s challenges to a secure, pleasant, 
orderly life. The problems of smog, of w ater pollution, of noise and 
confusion, of drugs, of drink, of napalm , of defoliants, of the sonic 
boom, and of a whole range of kindred issues is what made the deep 
concern over the Army’s plans for the nerve gas inevitable. 


What we are witnessing today is a rem arkable sharpening of 
mankind’s concern and conscience in m atters touching upon life’s 
livability on earth. One can say this even though it m ust be 
recognized that there are broad and inexcusable gaps in this 
concern. Thus at the moment men are increasingly aroused over 
what has happened to the physical quality of daily existence but 
seem to have shut their eyes to all kinds of attacks upon men’s 
moral and spiritual outlook. Yet we are certain that, in the end, an 
equal concern for all of the essential aspects of men’s existence — 
moral as well as physical, spiritual as weU as intellectual will 
assert itself. 


Meanwhile, the public outcry over the nerve gas is an event 
which can hearten everyone who recognizes the stupendous 
challenge to m ake the earth a lovelier place which faces all men 
and women of conscience. Tim e was, and not so many years ago, 
when an event like this would have found public opinion either 
uninterested or resigned. The attitude then would have been: we 
have to put up with it; what can we do? 


Students of these tim es have pointed out that one of the out­ 
standing signs of the day is a growing unwillingness on everyone’s 
part to be helpless pawns before history. There is a growing 
determ ination to control events. The nerve gas protests both un­ 
derline and strengthen that determ ination.

Gteorge Murphy, the only tap 
dancer in the U.S. Senate, did 
some fancy footwork for movie 
mogul Darryl Zanuck to make 
sure the Navy would continue its 
m ajor role in Zanuck’s new film 
“Tora! Tora! Tora!” 
The 
w ide-screen 
ex­ 
travaganza about the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor ran into 
serious trouble last year after 
seven American sailors on leave 
to work as extras were badly 
burned during a fire scene. 
Howls of outrage at the 
Pentagon’s participation in the 
film were heard from Rep. John 
Murphy, D-N.Y., and others on 
Capitol Hill. 
At the time, the 
Nvy was supplying an aircraft 
carrier and a host of sailors to 
pose as Japanese seamen. 
Secreatary of Defense Mel 
Laird began to make noises 
about cutting the Pentagon’s 
ties to the movie. With the new 
adm inistration in office, Zanuck 
could no longer rely on Lyndon 
Johnson’s former White House 
factotum. Jack Valenti, to fix his 
problems. 
Faced with the l<»s of millions 
and a public relations disaster, 
Zanuck turned to Murphy, his 
screenland buddy for three 
decades. The hawkish Senator 
can always be counted on to 
oppose a unilateral 
military 
withdrawal, even from a movie. 
Murphy put on a dazzling 
backstage performance. Here is 
the scenario: 
The movie producer wrote 
Laird on June 23 protesting that 
all Pentagon rules had been 
obeyed in making the movie. 
Zanuck expressed concern that 
the 
S ecretary 
“ m ight 
be 
deliberately brought into this 
situation by certain publicity 
seeking representatives.” 
Besides, Zanuck pleaded, he 
was an old chum of President 
Nixon with whom he had often 
corresponded about personal 
m atters. 
Although Zanuck is a famous 
man, his letter might never have 
gotten the immediate attention 
of the busy Laird had it not been 
for the intervention of Murphy. 
The Senator had Zanuck’s 
letter hand-delivered to Laird 
with a 
covering 
note 
from 
Murphy himself, urging Laird’s 
“ personal attention and con­ 
sideration.” 
The 
mail 
got 
through, Laird bought the act 
and Tora! Tora! Tora! was out 
of trouble. 
The performance did not go 
unnoticed 
in 
W ashington, 
however. 
Zanuck got a bad 
review in a staff memorandum 
prepared for the House Military 
Operations Subcommittee. 
Zanuck, the m em orandum 
said, “ did not hesitate” to exert 
“ influence . . . in the Nixon 
administration. 
(He) asked a 
Senator to transm it it and see 
that it got Mr. Laird’s personal 
attention. The letter was hand- 
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carried at the Senator’s in­ 
struction.” 
Zanuck 
and 
M urphy’s 
friendship has carried over into 
the 1970 elections. 
At New 
York’s swank “ 21” club, Zanuck 
hosted an exclusive gathering of 
mo\de figures to further the 
Californian’s bid for the Senate 
this fall. 
Footnote: 
Reached by this 
column, Murphy was forthright 
in explaining his role in the 
movie incident. He said he was 
merely helping a constituent 
and 
em phasized 
th a t 
Technicolor, Inc., from which he 
was then receiving a $20,000-a- 
year consulting fee, was not 
in\olved in the movie. 
“There 
were no special favors,” he said. 
POSTERITY’S GIFT 
Deep in the recesses of the 
Library of Congress, a team of 
skilled 
professionals 
restores 
and 
p rese rv e s 
h isto ric 
documents 
for 
the 
library’s 
famous collection. 
In the past few years, they 
have worked on the papers of 
such men as Thomas Jefferson 
and Woodrow Wilson. 
But in 
recent months, they have been 
forced to give valuable attention 
to documents of a different kind. 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, the 
indomitable old South Carolina 
racist who has become a big shot 
with the Nixon Administration, 
decided he wanted some of his 
personal papers preserved for 
posterity. 
So one of his aides, Edw ard 
Kenney, turned them over to the 
Library of Congress. 
Among 
them 
were a 
certificate 
of 
Thurm ond’s mem bership in the 
82d 
A irborne 
D ivision 
Association and a copy of his 
routine authorization to practice 
law before the Fourth Judicial 
Curcuit. 
Despite the dubious historic 
value of the 40 or so papers, the 
library was not about to turn 
Thurm ond down. For one thing, 
he serves on the joint House- 
S enate 
C om m ittee 
on 
the 
library’s adm inistraron. 
E x p lain ed F ra z ie r Poole, 
head of the library’s preser­ 
vation departm ent, 
“ We get 
asked once in a while to oblige a 
Congressm an and if it won’t 
interfere with our work, we do 
it.” 
Poole acknowledged that the 
papers were for Thurmond’s 
own use, not for the library. And 
a library staffer told this column 
he could rem em ber only one 
other se n ato ria l req u e st in 
recent years. 
So the library put 23 of the 
Thurmond documents through 
its special process. 
For some 
reason, it declined to process 
certificates proclaiming “ Strom 
Thurmond Day” in Shreveport 
and Bossier City, La. 
When this column contacted 
Thurm ond’s office, the Senator 
im m ediately sent a check to the 
library to cover the cost of the 
work.

Wilbur Mills is 
fighting for a trimmed-down 
tariff bill; the free-loaders are 
leaping aboard. And so it is, 
alas, with narcotics. 
To 
say

now 
fashionable to be against nar­ 
cotics is to state the problem 
cynically; but precisely. The 
“ drug culture” suddenly has 
become one of the great social 
and crim inal problems of our 
tim e; 
it has shocked v ast 
numbers of Americans; and it 
has provoked the kind of 
political response that ranks 
with a sneeze in a brooder house. 
The 
Senate 
passed 
a 
reasonably comprehensive drug 
bill eight months ago. The House 
has yet to act. It is hard to say 
when the House will act. And 
this is partly because of the feud 
between House Commerce and 
House Ways and Means. Each 
committee has a piece of the 
action. 
B ut 
only 
a 
piece. 
The 
Judiciary Committee has a bill 
it regards very highly. House 
Education wants the emphasis 
placed on prevention. Standing 
over them all is House Ap­ 
propriations; nobody gets any 
money, see, without they say so. 
And die competition on Capitol 
Hill 
is 
duplicated 
on 
the 
executive side: Justice has the 
biggest sh a re of the drug 
business, but Treasury, State 
and W elfare a re in there 
fighting. 
One result of this political 
scrum is that the drug problem 
grows worse. J. Edgar Hoover 
released his 1969 Crime Report a 
week ago. Last year saw, for the 
first time, more arrests in the 
U.S. for violations of drug laws 
than for violations of liquor laws 
— 233,(XX) drug offenses against 
213,000 liquor offenses. 


arrested on narcotics charges; 
last year the figure — brace 
yourself — was 8,600. 
The FB I’s statistics deal with 
those arrested. Countless other 
peddlers and consumers of dope 
never get arrested at all. One 
recent survey of 7,000 students 
at 200 college campuses in­ 
dicated that 34 per cent of them 
smoke m arijuana occasionally, 
13 per cent frequently. Among 
well-to-do families (those with 
incomes over $25,000) more than 
one-fifth of their children in

300 narcotics agents; and while 
it would reduce the permissible 
punishm ents for first-offense 
possession of m arijuana, the bill 
w ould double penalties 
on 
pushers. House Education sees a 
rem edy in vastly increased 
program s of education. 
The 
Ways and Means Committee is 
concerned with the hard stuff.

Allergies and Intestinal vi­ 
rus infections, d r u g poison­ 
ings, and dietary or alcoholic 
indiscretion can produce the 
same symptoms. 
Since the symptoms are so

a l l i e d , 
treatm ent 
should be suggested by a doc­ 
tor. The tem ptation to use 
cathartics and purges should 
be avoided because they In­ 
crease the fluid loss and may 
complicate simple food poison­ 
ing. 
Small sips of cold ginger 
ale or cola (irlnks are easily 
tolerated. E at little or nothing 
a t first and concentrate on 
replenishing the fluid loss. 
W hen a particular food is 
suspected, a small sample can 
be very helpful to the doctor 
in finding the cause and rec­ 
ommending the proper treat­ 
m ent.

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Nerve Gas And Conscience 


(FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 


Public concern and conscience have won in the matter of the 


418 concrete vaults of nerve gas. One can say this even though the 
effort to prevent the gas's sinking in the ocean failed. For it must be 
clear to anyone that the public uproar and apprehension which 
surrounded the affair will bring about new and radically different 
methods of disposal in the future. 


Furthermore, the nerve gas goes far beyond its own particular 


'and limited circumstances. The outcry — not only from many 
humble individuals, not only from those interested in the en- 
vironment, but even from such a staunch conservative as Gov. 
Claude Kirk of Florida — shows how far and how swiftly concern in 
matters of the environment and public safety have gone. 


The worry over the gas was but part and parcel of a far wider 


concern over many of today's challenges to a secure, pleasant, 
orderly life. The problems of smog, of water pollution, of noise and 
confusion, of drugs, of drink, of napalm, of defoliants, of the sonic 
boom, and of a whole range of kindred issues is what made the deep 
concern over the Army's plans for the nerve gas inevitable. 


What we are witnessing today is a remarkable sharpening of 


mankind's concern and conscience in matters touching upon life's 
livability on earth. One can say this even though it must be 
recognized that there are broad and inexcusable gaps in this 
concern. Thus at the moment men are increasingly aroused over 
what has happened to the physical quality of daily existence but 
seem to have shut their eyes to all kinds of attacks upon men's 
moral and spiritual outlook. Yet we are certain that, in the end, an 
-equal concern for all of the essential aspects of men's existence — 
moral as well as physical, spiritual as well as intellectual will 
assert itself. 


Meanwhile, the public outcry over the nerve gas is an event 


which can hearten everyone who recognizes the stupendous 
challenge to make the earth a lovelier place which faces all men 
and women of conscience. Time was, and not so many years ago, 
when an event like this would have found public opinion either 
uninterested or resigned. The attitude then would have been: we 
have to put up with it; what can we do? 


Students of these times have pointed out that one of the out- 


standing signs of the day is a growing unwillingness on everyone's 
part to be helpless pawns before history. There is a growing 
determination to control events. The nerve gas protests both un- 
derline and strengthen that determination.

Murphy To Rescue 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - 
Genial 


George Murphy, the only tap 
dancer in the U.S. Senate, did 
some fancy footwork for movie 
mogul Darryl Zanuck to make 
sure the Navy would continue its 
major role in Zanuck's new film 
"Tora! Tora! Tora!" 


The 
wide-screen 
ex- 


travaganza about the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor ran into 
serious trouble last year after 
seven American sailors on leave 
to work as extras were badly 
burned during a fire scene. 


Howls of outrage at 
the 


Pentagon's participation in the 
film were heard from Rep. John 
Murphy, D-N.Y., and others on 
Capitol Hill. At the time, the 
Nvy was supplying an aircraft 
carrier and a host of sailors to 
pose as Japanese seamen. 


Secreatary of Defense Mel 


Laird began to make noises 
about cutt.ing the Pentagon's 
ties to the movie. With the new 
administration in office, Zanuck 
could no longer rely on Lyndon 
Johnson's former White House 
factotum, Jack Valenti, to fix his 
problems. 


Faced with the loss of millions 


and a public relations disaster, 
Zanuck turned to Murphy, his 
screenland buddy for three 
decades. The hawkish Senator 
can always be counted on to 
oppose a unilateral military 
withdrawal, even from a movie. 


Murphy put on a dazzling 


backstage performance. Here is 
the scenario: 


The movie producer wrote 


Laird on June 23 protesting that 
all Pentagon rules had been 
obeyed in making the movie. 
Zanuck expressed concern that 
the 
Secretary 
"might 
be 


deliberately brought into this 
situation by certain publicity 
seeking representatives." 


Besides, Zanuck pleaded, he 


was an old chum of President 
Nixon with whom he had often 
corresponded about personal 
matters. 


Although Zanuck is a famous 


man, his letter might never have 
gotten the immediate attention 
of the busy Laird had it not been 
for the intervention of Murphy. 


The Senator had Zanuck's 


letter hand-delivered to Laird 
with a covering note from 
Murphy himself, urging Laird's 
"personal attention and con- 
sideration." 
The mail got 


through, Laird bought the act 
and Tora! Tora! Tora! was out 
of trouble. 


The performance did not go 


unnoticed 
in 
Washington, 


however. 
Zanuck got a bad 


review in a staff memorandum 
prepared for the House Military 
Operations Subcommittee. 


Zanuck, the memorandum 


said, "did not hesitate" to exert 
"influence . . . in the Nixon 
administration. 
(He) asked a 


Senator to transmit it and see 
that it got Mr. Laird's personal 
attention. The letter was hand- 


carried at the Senator's in- 
struction." 


Zanuck 
and 
Murphy's 


friendship has carried over into 
the 1970 elections. 
At New 


York's swank "21" club, Zanuck 
hosted an exclusive gathering of 
movie figures to further the 
Californian's bid for the Senate 
this fall. 


Footnote: 
Reached by this 


column, Murphy was forthright 
in explaining his role in the 
movie incident. He said he was 
merely helping a constituent 
and 
emphasized 
that 


Technicolor. Inc., from which he 
was then receiving a $20,000-a- 
year consulting fee, was not 
imolved in the movie. "There 
were no special favors," he said. 
POSTERITY'S GIFT 


Deep in the recesses of the 


Library of Congress, a team of 
skilled professionals restores 
and 
preserves 
historic 


documents for the 
library's 


famous collection. 


In the past few years, they 


have worked on the papers of 
such men as Thomas Jefferson 
and Woodrow Wilson. 
But in 


recent months, they have been 
forced to give valuable attention 
to documents of a different kind. 


Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, the 


indomitable old South Carolina 
racist who has become a big shot 
with the Nixon Administration, 
decided he wanted some of his 
personal papers preserved for 
posterity. 


So one of his aides, Edward 


Kenney, turned them over to the 
Library of Congress. 
Among 


them were a certificate of 
Thurmond's membership in the 
82d 
Airborne 
Division 


Association and a copy of his 
routine authorization to practice 
law before the Fourth Judicial 
Curcuit. 


Despite the dubious historic 


value of the 40 or so papers, the 
library was not about to turn 
Thurmond down. For one thing, 
he serves on the joirc House- 
Senate Committee on 
the 


library's administration. 


Explained Frazier Poole, 


head of the library's preser- 
vation department, "We get 
asked once in a while to oblige a 
Congressman and if it won't 
interfere with our work, we do 
it." 


Poole acknowledged that the 


papers were for Thurmond's 
own use, not for the library. And 
a library staffer told this column 
he could remember only one 
other senatorial request in 
recent years. 


So the library put 23 of the 


Thurmond documents through 
its special process. 
For some 


reason, it declined to process 
certificates proclaiming "Strom 
Thurmond Day" in Shreveport 
and Bossier City, La. 


When this column contacted 


Thurmond's office, the Senator 
immediately sent a check to the 
library to cover the cost of the 
work.

A Conservaf/ve View 


Everyone Wants In

(William F. Buckley Jr. 


is on vacation) 


They say of Washington that 


it's a sophisticated city, but 
when a bandwagon rolls, our 
town is another 
Paducah. 


Senator Muskie can't sing solo 
for pollution; everybody wants 
into his act. Wilbur Mills is 
fighting for a trimmed-down 
tariff bill; the free-loaders are 
leaping aboard. And so it is, 
alas, with narcotics. 


To say 
that 
it 
is now 


fashionable to be against nar- 
cotics is to state the problem 
cynically; but precisely. The 
"drug culture" suddenly has 
become one of the great social 
and criminal problems of our 
time; it has shocked vast 
numbers of Americans; and it 
has provoked the kind of 
political response that ranks 
with a sneeze in a brooder house. 


The 
Senate 
passed 
a 


reasonably comprehensive drug 
bill eight months ago. The House 
has yet to act. It is hard to say 
when the House will act. And 
this is partly because of the feud 
between House Commerce and 
House Ways and Means. Each 
committee has a piece of the 
action. 


But 
only a 
piece. 
The 


Judiciary Committee has a bill 
it regards very highly. House 
Education wants the emphasis 
placed on prevention. Standing 
over them all is House Ap- 
propriations; nobody gets any 
money, see, without they say so. 
And the competition on Capitol 
Hill is duplicated on the 
executive side: Justice has the 
biggest share of the drug 
business, but Treasury, State 
and Welfare are 
in there 


fighting. 


One result of this political 


scrum is that the drug problem 
grows worse. J. Edgar Hoover 
released his 1969 Crime Report a 
week ago. Last year saw, for the 
first time, more arrests in the 
U.S. for violations of drug laws 
than for violations of liquor laws 
— 233,000 drug offenses against 
213,000 liquor offenses. 


That was the least of Hoover's 


statistics. I ask you to read the 
next few lines with total con- 
centration: In 1960, some 31,000 
individuals were arrested on 
narcotics charges; last year the 
figure was 183,000 arrested. In 
1960, 
some 1,600 persons under 


18 years of age were arrested on 
narcotics charges; last year the 
figure was 42,400. In 1960, only 
241 girls under the age of 18 were 


arrested on narcotics charges; 
last year the figure — brace 
yourself — was 8,600. 


The FBI's statistics deal with 


those arrested. Countless other 
peddlers and consumers of dope 
never get arrested at all. One 
recent survey of 7,000 students 
at 200 college campuses in- 
dicated that 34 per cent of them 
smoke marijuana occasionally, 
13 per cent frequently. Among 
well-to-do families (those with 
incomes over $25,000) more than 
one-fifth of their children in 
college 
are 
"frequent" 


marijuana users. 


One struggles for perspective. 


Various surveys also indicate 
that barely one per cent of 
college students have gone on to 
the hard drugs. It is generally 
assumed 
that 
beyond the 


campuses, except for the black 
ghettos, experimentation with 
drugs is much less. Never- 
theless, investigators constantly 
are turning up addicts as young 
as 10 or 11. In some urban high 
schools and junior high schools, 
narcotics constitute a major 
problem. 


What is the answer? House 


Commerce has just reported a 
tough bill, bearing down on law 
enforcement. The measure 
would authorize an additional 
300 narcotics agents; and while 
it would reduce the permissible 
punishments for first-offense 
possession of marijuana, the bill 
would double penalties on 
pushers. House Education sees a 
remedy in vastly increased 
programs of education. The 
Ways and Means Committee is 
concerned with the hard stuff. 


Meanwhile, 
State 
and 


Customs want to dry up the 
sources. An estimated 80 per 
cent of all heroin consumed in 
the U.S. has its origin in the 
poppy fields of Tm'kty. The drug 
is refined in France and trans- 
shipped through Italy. But the 
government 
of 
Turkey's 


Premier Suleyman Demirel is 
vacillating on its commitment to 
halt the production of opium. 
Some 70,000 Turkish families 
reportedly 
depend upon the 


opiurn trade for a living. They 
present political problems. 


So the trade goes on. The 


squalid hell of drug addicition 
counts its new inhabitants; and 
here 
in 
Washington, 
men 


squabble over who can gain 
responsibility for what. Decisive 
leadership 
might 
yet 
ac- 


complish much; but neither Mr. 
Nixon nor the Congress has 
provided it thus far.

Dear Ann Landers: 
While 


marketing yesterday for baby 
food I noticed two women doing 
something vvhich I believe is 
unhealthy

jars of baby food, sticking a 
finger in, tasting the 
food, 


dosing the jars and putting 
them back on the shelf. 


I mentioned this to other 


young mothers and they also 
had seen it done. Apparently it is 
not infrequent. 


It seems to me that once the 


vacuum pack is broken the food 
spoils and is not fit for human 
consumption.

A British astronomer says he 
has found a planetary system 
forming around a large star, 
Epsilon Aurigae, far out in 
space.

although astronomers for years 
have observed stars where they 
believed systems might be 
forming.

Headache, nausea, 
d i a r r h e a , and abdominal 
cramps may occur 10 to 20 
hcu-r. after contaminated food 
has been eaten. 


Allergies and intestinal vi- 


rus infections, d r u g poison- 
ings, and dietary or alcoholic 
indiscretion can produce the 
same symptoms. 


Since the symptoms are so 


closely 
a l l i e d . 
treatment 


should be suggested by a doc- 
tor. The temptation to use 
cathartics and purges should 
be avoided because they in- 
crease the fluid loss and may 
complicate simple food poison- 
ing. 


Small sips of cold ginger 


ale or cola drinks are easily 
tolerated. Eat little or nothing 
at first and concentrate on 
replenishing the fluid loss. 


When a particular food is 


suspected, a small sample can 
be very helpful to the doctor 
in finding the cause and rec- 
ommending the proper treat- 
ment.

less more slowly until your 
doctor makes specific recom-

Antismog Measure 
Through Legislature

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
h ard e st 
fought 
antism og 
m easure of the year is through 
the legislature — giving voters 
in N ovem ber 
a 
choice on 
whether they w ant to take some 
of the money now spent on high­ 
ways and spend it on mass 
transit and smog control. 
Eight roll calls were needed 
before 
the 
m e asu re 
could 
m uster the needed 54 “ aye” 
votes to put the proposition on 
the November general election 
ballot. The vote: 54-18. 
“The people have a right to 
determ ine if they’re going to 
survive,” 
said 
Assemblyman 
Frank 
D. 
Lanterm an, 
R-La 
Canada. 
“ Let them have a 
chance to decide if they want to 
continue choking to death in 
smog.” 
The vote was the biggest 
victory of the 1970 session for 
b ack ers 
of 
env iro n m en tal 
legislation and it sets the stage 
for what the m easure’s author 
says may be the m ost expensive 
campaign in the state’s history. 
The Senate has passed a bill to 
p rev en t farm s 
from being 
forced to abstain from burning 
their fields. 
Under the bill by Assem­ 
blyman William M. Ketchum, R- 
Paso Robles, local air pollution 
control d istric ts 
would 
be 
allow ed to ban a g ric u ltu ra l 
burning on days when weather 
conditions were unfavorable — 
but only if the ban would not 
cause farm ers “ imm inent and 
substantial economic loss.” 


As originally written, the bill 
would have perm itted burning 
whenever required by “ sound 
ag ric u ltu ral operations and 
p ra c tic e s,” but the Senate 
toughened up the conditions, 
limiting them to economic loss. 
The Senate also am ended into 
the bill a provision that it would 
not supercede any current air 
pollution control ru les and 
regulations more than five years 
old. 
The measure was approved 
35-0 and sent 
back 
to 
the 
Assembly for approval of the 
Senate amendments. 


The antismog proposal, by 
Sen. Jam es R. Mills, D-San 
Diego, would strike a provision 
in the state constitution since 
1938 limiting the use of state 
gasoline tax revenue to highway 
building and maintenance. 
The seven-cents -a-gallon tax 
is now divided about equally 
between the stae 
and local 
government and gives the state 
nearly $700 a year for freeway 
and highway projects. 


The Mills am endment would 
allow voters of any county to 
- authorize use of up to 25 per cent 
of the gasoline taxes collected in 
th eir area for other tra n ­ 
sportation system s such as 
buses or rapid transit. 
“ I think this is the most 
historic accomplishment of the 
session,” Mills said after the 
final 
A ssem bly 
vote. 
The 
m easure had already passed the 
Senate by the needed two-thirds 
margin.

WASHINGTON — The House 


has given overwhelming ap- 
proval to the so-called "equal 
rights" amendment 
If ap- 


proved by the Senate and 
ratified by the state legislatures, 
it would wipe out all distinction 
between men and women under 
the law 


The noble purpose of this 


amendment is, of course, to put 
an end to discrimination against 
women But some senators on 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
whe<-e the bill now rests, say it 
would have the opposite effect, 
that it has sounded the death 
knell of chivalry and would 
downgrade 
the 
American 


woman 


If 
finally 
enacted, 
the 


amendment would call into 
question all those rights now 
enjoved by women embodied in 
the written and unwritten laws. 


For instance, criminal laws in 


everv state that differ in the 
ages of responsibility by sex 
would have to be ruled un- 
constitutional. Marriage laws in 
many states that differ in the 
age of consent and which give 
advantages to women, would be 
nullified. 


CRIMINAL LAWS dealing with 
rape, seduction and 
certain 


types of assault that now apply 
only to men would be challenged 


as discriminatory. Labor laws 
that grant special privileges to 
women would be stricken down 


Alimony would have to be 


abolished, or made a two-way 
street 
with 
women being 


required to pay it as well as 
men 
Legal preference to 


women 
in child custody 
in 


divorce cases would have to be 
abolished as discriminatory. 


And how about retirement 


plans — federal, state and 
private — which now give 
decided advantages to women? 
Onp example is the existing law 
which allows a woman to draw 
Social Security at age 62, while a 
man must be 65 


Then comes the question of 


military service. If the amend- 
ment becomes law, would not 
women along with men 
be 


drafted into the armed forces 
and required to take their 
battlefield stances?

"too much meddling in the 
everyday lives of the citizens."

WASHINGTON — The House 
has given overwhelming ap­ 
proval to the so-called “equal 
rights’’ amendment. If ap­ 
proved by the Senate and 
ratified by the state legislatures, 
it would wipe out all distinction 
between men and women under 
the law. 
The noble purpose of this 
amendment is, of course, to put 
an end to discrimination against 
women. But some senators on 
tiie Senate Judiciary Committee 
whore the biii now rests, say it 
woukl have the opposite effect, 
that it has sounded the death 
knell of chivalry and would 
downgrade 
the 
American 
woman. 
If finally 
enacted, 
the 
amendment would call into 
question all those rights now 
enjoyed by women embodied in 
the written and unwritten laws. 
For instance, criminal laws in 
every state that differ in the 
ages of responsibility by sex 
would have to be ruled un­ 
constitutional. Marriage laws in 
many states that differ in the 
age of consent and which give 
advantages to women, would be 
nullified. 


CRIMINAL LAWS dealing with 
rape, seduction and certain 
types of assault that now apply 
only to men would be challenged 


as discriminatory. Labor laws 
that grant special privileges to 
women would be stricken down. 
Alimony would have to be 
abolished, or made a two-way 
street with women being 
required to pay it as well as 
men. Legal preference to 
women in child custody in 
divorce cases would have to be 
abolished as discriminatory. 
And how about retirement 
plans — federal, state and 
private — which now give 
decided advantages to women? 
One example is the existing law 
which allows a woman to draw 
Social Security at age 62, while a 
man must be 65. 
Then comes the question of 
military service. If the amend­ 
ment becomes law, would not 
women along with men be 
drafted into the armed forces 
and required to take their 
battlefield stances? 


indicates that a numoer of them 
think the House acted hastily 
and without enough debate, and 
som e say they are having 
second thoughts.

MOST OF those surveyed by 
this reporter say they have no 
objection whatever to women 
enjoying full and equal rights 
with men in such matters as 
equal pay for equal work.

privileges accorded women in 
such things as labor laws, 
contractural rights, and other 
changes that would make 
women more like men. 
Personally, I would not like to 
go into a beer hall and see 
several women with short hair, 
trousers and shirts, lined up 
drinking beer at the bar.

When 
enough 
American women learn about 
this amendment, they will likely 
be the force that will kill it.

What’s the Kremlin mood 
these days? Is peace about to 
break out? 
The Russians show an interest 
in easing the danger in the 
Middle East. Moscow has signed 
a treaty with West Germany 
renouncing use of force There 
are hints that Moscow is 
listening to American proposals 
at the strategic arms talks. In 
Europe, the Kremlin plumps for 
relaxation. 
All this might suggest in- 
c l i n a t i o n s 
t o w a r d 
peaceableness. 
Yet there is 
something 
about Moscow’s 
attitude which calls to mind the 
old Russian adage about ap­ 
proaching a friendly bear with 
extreme caution. 
Temporarily, at least, Soviet 
leaders seem to want to turn 
their attention away from 
Europe, to mark time there. 
They are concerned about Red 
China and Asia, but China may 
be more an irritation than a real 
worry.

Historically, Moscow has 
liked to take care of one big 
project at a time, having a 
distaste for chewing too many 
large bites simultaneously. It 
would seem that for some long 
time to come the center of Soviet 
attention will be the Middle 
East. That should make the 
Middle East the No. 1 problem of 
the United States, Vietnam 
notwithstanding. 
Soviet leaders have just 
briefed the top brass of their 
Warsaw Pact clients on the 
wherefores of the agreement 
with West Germany, 
whose 
clauses on mutual guarantees of 


frontiers and renunciation of 
force mean little. The idea of 
West 
Germany 
alone 
threatening 
Moscow 
is 
ridiculous, no matter how scary 
Soviet propaganda can be on 
that subject. 
There are other aims. One is 
economic: 
the need of the 
Russians for West German 
know-how and goods. Another 
may stem from an anxiety for 
stability on the immediate 
western borders because of 
Moscow’s internal economic and 
political 
problems. 
The 
Russians have a 24th Com­ 
munity Party Congress coming 


up next March — a year late — 
which could bring clashes on 
both economic and political 
fronts between entrenced party 
bureaucrats and the reform- 
minded element, some of the 
latter even seeking a bit of 
democratiz tion. 
But internal strains are 
nothing new to Soviet leaders 
and have not seemed much of a 
deterrent to pursuit of foreign 
policy goals. One of these goals 
can be to nail down the status 
quo in Europe. 
In Eastern 
Europe, the Brezhnev doctrine, 
asserting the right to interfere in 
any Communist-ruled country, 


secures the European buffer 
zone. At the same time, the 
treaty with West Germany 
points in the direction of 
eliminating potential troubles on 
the Soviet Bloc’s western flank 
while Moscow pursues im- 
peralist aims in the Middle East 
and Mediterranean areas. 
The Russians are not sup­ 
porting Egypt in an expensive 
way against Israel because they 
love the color of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser’s mustache. Russian 
czars and commissars have 
always had hungry ideas about 
the Middle East 
and 
the 
Mediterranean.
